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A landowner who're losing land, 
pasture- crops, or disiwage 10 bwa- 
vers can now protect himself in any 
way he sees fit, McMillan explain- 
ed. He suggested that landowners 
might inform their friends who are 
equirrel hunting near trouble areas 
that they would appreciate their 
help. “Many times beavers are 
seen early in the morning and late 
in tht afternoon especially when 
the hunter is very still and quiet. 
A load of squirrel shot at close 
range is deadly but the average 
beavers weigh 40 to 50 pounds and 
if shot at normal range would only 
be wounded. Therefore, it would 
be well to carry some heavier shot. 

The only really effective way 
found to control this animal so far 
has been an intensive trapping pro- 
gram, McMillan said. He addea 
however that any beaver killed by 
hunters in trouble spots would be 
just one more that won’t have to 
be trapped. 

As a special project the MFA’s 
Beaver Control.Committee is work- 
ing on several recipes which have 
proved that the beaver is quite 
edible. Instructions for proper 
cleaning and cooking are being as- 
sembled by Jim Holifield of Can- 
ton and will be released by the 
Mississippi Forestry Associations. 
The MFA represents individuals 
and companies from all parts of 
the state who are interested in bet- 
ter forestry. Serving on the Beaver 
Control Committee are foresters 
from state and federal agencies 
and private industries as well as 
personnel of the State Game and 
Fish Commission.
